Council endorsed the proposed revisions to Bulletin 137, Louisiana Early Learning Center Licensing
Regulations with the following recommendations to the LDE:
e Add “management/administrative education” as a category for continuing education
(§1721.D.11)
e Add “by a child care health consultant” as clarification of the trainings that do not count towards
continuing education hours (§1721.E)
o Add “and other independent contractors” to list of individuals that are allowed to be in presence
of children without staff present (§1713.B)
e Add “and can see” to the description of staff supervision while children use the restroom
independently (§1713.G)
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On motion of Mr. Evans, and seconded by Ms. Brooks, a motion was made to include a recommendation
that children age four may not be permitted to go and return to the restroom without staff.

A Roll Call vote was taken.
